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The writer, compiler and publisher of a limited 
number of copies of this work, which was under- 
taken years ago and after years of patient, perse- 
vering (though only moderately successful and 
satisfactory) efforts to unravel the tangled web 
of family traditions and bring to light the last 
threads of family history, feels that he is fairly 
entitled to the privilege of saying a few words 
in the form of advice. 

He would recommend to the readers of these 
lines, who may agree with his ideas of the useful- 
ness of cultivating family pride and loyalty as a 
means of elevating the individual character, that 
they do not depend solely upon the lists of mar- 
riages, births and deaths usually kept in family 
Bibles, nor upon the recorded deeds and wills to 
be found in the County Clerks’ offices, for the 
preservation of family genealogies and history. 
At least one member of each family should pre- 
pare a family blank-book as a receptacle for all 
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important family records and to be handed down 
from generation to generation, as a valuable 
heirloom, ever increasing in value, as time and 
generations pass. 

As a modest starter and help towards inaugurat- 
ing the plan recommended, a number of blank 
pages are bound with this volume. If they shall 
be used as suggested and the plan be adhered 
to and continued, then in the distant future, when 
some venturesome spirit shall essay to gather 
new and up-to-date biographical genealogies, he 
need not be under the necessity of launching his 
frail literary craft upon uncharted waters in the 
guest of information, which has become lost in 


the mists of forgotten traditions. 
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Adams Biographical Genealogies: 


The Adams family have always claimed a 
high descent, tracing back from Charles the 
Bald of France, to Charlemagne, through 
their ancestress, Princess Gundred, a daughter 
of William the Conqueror, who married 
William de Warren, the Earl of Surrey, who 
died in 1089, leaving among other children 
one Lady Editha de Warren, who married 
Gerald de Gournai, and had a son, Hugh de 
Gournai, who married, first, Beatrix, daughter 
of Count Vermandois; on her death he mar- 
ried Millicent, daughter of Lord Courcy, and 
they had a son, Hugh de Gournai, who died 
in 1180, having married Lady Julia Damp- 
Martin, and by this marriage there were two 
children, Anseline and Borson de Gournai. 
Borson married and had a son, Robert, who 
married and was father of John de Gournai, 
and this John married a lady named “ Olivia,” 
and had one child, Lady Elizabeth de Gournai

or Gourney, who married Sir John Ap Adams 
of Wales in 1291. Sir John Ap Adams died 
in 1309, and it is from him and his wife 
Elizabeth that the American Adamses de- 
scended. | 

- For mention of the marriage of the Princess 
Gundred and the Earl of Surrey, see preface 
to Doyle’s ‘Official Baronage of England,”’ 
under the head of ‘“‘Marriages.” ‘‘The His- 
tory of the Adams Family,” by Henry Whitte- 
more, and published by Willis McDonald & 
‘Co., of New York City, has this to say of the 
English Adamses: 

‘The earliest record of the English branch 
of the Adams family is that of Sir John Ap 
Adams, of Charlton Adams, in Somerset- 
shire, who married Elizabeth, daughter and 
heiress of John, Lord Gourney, of Beviston 
and Tidenham, county of Gloucestershire, 
who was summoned to Parliament as Baron 
of the Realm, 1296 to 1307. In the upper

side of Tidenham church, near Chopston, 
the name of ‘John Ap Adams, 1310,’ and 
‘Arms: Argent, on a cross gules, five mullets, 
or,’ of Lord Ap Adams, are still to be found 
beautifully executed in stained glass of great 
thickness and in perfect preservation. It 
originally stood within the boundary of Wales, 
but at a later period the boundary line was 
changed and it now stands on English soil. 
The arms and crest borne by the family are 
described as: Arms: Argent, on a cross gules, 
five mullets, or, Crest: Out of a Ducal coronet, 
a demi-lion. Motto: ‘Loyal au Mort.’ A 
motto commonly used by this branch of the 
Adams family (The Northern branch) is, 
‘Aspire, Persevere and Indulge Not’; still 
another is ‘Sub Cruce Veritas.’ Ap Adams 
(first) came out of the Marches of Wales. 
Lords of the Marches were noblemen who, 
in the early ages, inhabited and secured the 
Marches of Wales and Scotland, ruling as if 
they were petty kings, with their private 
laws; these were subsequently abolished.”

letters, written, respectively, by Mrs. Flora 
Adams Darling and Mrs. Leroy Sunderland 
Smith, of New York, will be of interest: 


New York, May 8, 1895. 
Mrs. George B. Saunders: 

“Dear Madam: Pardon my seeming neglect 
in allowing your interesting letter to remain 
unanswered, etc. I know we are kindred 
of a remote degree, all springing from the 
same ancestral tree, planted in Wales, grafted 
in Scotland and England. Your line, names, 
dates, events are all correct. I refer you to 
my sister, who is Historian-General, United 
States Daughters, to give you data, etc. 
There was an article on the Ap Adams’ pedi- 
gree in the ‘Daughters of the Revolution,’ 
published 64 Madison Avenue, New York, 
October, 1894, etc., but in the ‘Historical 
Register’ and other books of peerage, both in 
this country and England, our ancestress, the 
daughter of William The Conqueror, is in 
direct line, through Charles The Bald to 
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Charlemagne, the great conqueror of the 
West, but we are willing to rest on Henry, 
Richard, Thomas and Robert, the founders 
of the several Adams families in this coun- 
try, and others in the old. The study of 
lineage is not only instructive, but interest- 
ing, and your own is especially desirable, 
united with the Lynch family. Such men as 
Generals Dan and Wirt Adams proved by 
deeds they were sons of illustrious sires, and 
you can proudly continue your work and enjoy 
the laurels of ancestry.

Founder-General Daughters of Revolution.’ 


Mrs. Leroy Smith’s letter is as follows: 


‘Dear Madam: 

My sister, Mrs. Darling, requested me to 
write you what I know of your branch of the 
Adams family, instead of which I forward 
you a book containing all I know, etc. I shall 
be pleased to assist you in your researches 
at any time. We have traced our family 
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back in Europe to Charlemagne. Hoping 
the book may be of service to you, I remain, 
cordially your kinswoman, 


Sadie Adams Smith.’’ 


The first American ancestors of the Adamses 
came from the Island of Anglesea, North 
Wales, and it is a mooted question whether 
he came directly to the old ‘‘James River 
Settlement, in Virginia, or settled in one of 
the New England States, and thence his 
posterity drifted to the “Old Dominion.” 
The name of the “emigrant ancestor”’ is said 
to have been William Adams, but on this 
point there is no certainty. Robert Adams, 
Sr. (father of Captain Robert, or ‘‘ Robin” 
Adam, Jr., of the Revolution), was probably 
the grandson of one “ Robert Adams,’’ who 
about the year 1620 was a member of the 
first “‘House of Burgesses’ in Virginia. 
Robert Adams, Sr., married Mary, the daugh- 
ter of William Lewis. For mention of Rovert 
Adams of 1620, see Hening’s “Statutes at 
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Large of Virginia.’’ Robert Adams, Jr., and 
his wife, Penelope Lynch, had two sons who 
fought in the Revolution. These two sons 
were Robert Adams, who married Mary 
Terrill, the daughter of Joel Terrill and Anna 
Lewis; and James Adams, who married Mary 
Irvine. In the land office at the Capitol in 
Richmond it is recorded that James Adams 
ranked as corporal in the Revolutionary army 
and was granted land bounty for services in 
said army. ‘There is also in the same office 
a record of bounty lands being granted to 
“Robert Adams, a soldier in the Revolutionary 
Army,’ and this Robert Adams, as we know, 
was the father of James Adams. The follow- 
ing extracts from a letter written by Mr. 
Robert W. Carroll to Mrs. Saunders will be 
of interest: 


‘“‘We people who study genealogies are a 
kind of guild, and are bound by all the laws 
of courtesy and comradeship to help one 
another in emergencies, etc. I write this in 
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bustiness shape, so that if I am able to tell 
you any facts you wish to preserve you will 
have them in form for filing. 

“To take your questions seriatim: First, 
you mention the genealogy of the Adams 
family. How far back does that go in the 
Virginia line? My information goes thus 
far: Robert Adams, who went into the Revolu- 
tion with Captain (afterwards Colonel) Harry 
Terrill, ason of Joel Terrill, Sr., married Mary 
Terrill, a daughter of Joel Terrill, Jr., and of 
Anna Lewis (this Anna Lewis being a daughter 
of David Lewis and Anna Terrill), Joel, Jr., 
and Anna being first cousins. This Robert 
Adams was the son of Robert Adams, Jr. 
(known popularly as‘ Captain Bob’), who mar- 
ried Penelope Lynch, sister of Colonel Charles 
Lynch and daughter of Charles Lynch and 
Sarah Clark. Robert Adams, Jr., was one 
of the first justices of the county court of 
Campbell County, at its organization in 
February, 1782. Robert Adams, Jr., was the 
son of Robert Adams and Mary Lewis, and 
was probably born anywhere from 1718 to 
1725, or possibly later. His sister, Judith 
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Adams, was born in 1716 and married Micajah 
Clark, a son of Christopher Clark (Micajah 
having been born in 1718—junior of his wife). 
I think they were married about 1737. 

“IT cannot go back of this Robert Adams, 
but he must have been born in the seventeenth 
century—say, from 1690 to 1700, or possibly 
earlier. He had a daughter, born in 1716— 
was probably married a year or more before, 
and was most likely twenty years of age, more 
or less, at the time. This guessing calcula- 
tion takes him back to 1695, or thereabouts. 
The name Robert seems to have been so regu- 
larly used that we may fairly assume that it 
had been handed down. I find from Hening’s 
‘Statutes of Virginia’ that one Robert Adams 
was a member of the first House of Burgesses 
in Virginia, about 1620. My guess is that 
this Robert Adams was the founder of the 
Adams family of Virginia. 

Penelope Lynch, wife of Captain Robert 
Adams, Jr., of the Revolution, was the daugh- 
ter of Charles Lynch, Sr. (the first of his 
name in Virginia), and his wife, Sarah Clark, 
the daughter of Christopher Clark and Pene- 
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lope Clark, of Louisa County, Va. Robert 
Adams, Jr., had a sister, Judith Adams, born 
in 1716, and married Micajah Clark (born 
1718), a son of Christopher Clark. Besides 
Judith, there were two more Adams sisters, 
who married two brothers, Achilles and 
Charles Moorman, or Moreman, as the name 
is sometimes spelled. There was a third 
Meorman_ brother, Thomas, who married 
Rachel, the daughter of Christopher and 
Penelope Clark. Judith Adams and her 
husband, Micajah Clark, had among other 
children a son named Robert Clark, and his 
sons moved to Kentucky and became promi- 
nent settlers of that State; Clark County, 
KXy., is named for them. Among Robert 
Clark’s descendants in IXentucky may be men- 
tioned Governor James Clark, Patterson 
Clark, General George Rogers Clark, of 
Missouri, a son of Bennett Clark. 

“The ‘immigrant,’ Charles Lynch, was 
thirteen years old when he arrived in Norfolk. 
The date of his arrival is not certain, but it 
is said to be anywhere from 1718 to 1720. 
On reaching manhood he married Sarah, 
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the daughter of his benefactor, Christopher 
Clark. The will of Charles Lynch, the 
‘immigrant,’ is on record in the Albemarle 
Courthouse and was probated in 1753, the 
year of his death. Charles and Sarah Clark 
Lynch had the following family, viz.: 

“1. Penelope Lynch, who married Captain 
Robert Adams, Jr., of the Revolution. 

“2. Colonel Charles Lynch, of the Revolu- 
tion, the sponsor of ‘Lynch Law’ (born in 
1736, died 1796), who married in 1755 Anna 
Terrell, the daughter of Henry Terrell (first). 
She was born in 1739 and died 1804, Feb. 14th. 

“3. John Lynch, the founder of Lynch- 
burg, Va., who married Mary Bowles. 

“4, Sarah Lynch, who married Micajah 
Terrell. 

“$. Christopher Lynch, who married Anna 
Ward and had but one child, Penelope, who 
died in infancy. 

“The following extracts are taken from 
‘The Cabells and Their Kin,’ by Alexander 
Brown, are of importance, as they contain 
much valuable information concerning the 
allied families of Adams, Lynch and Clark, etc. 
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“ “In 1780, co-operating with Colonel Wil- 
liams Preston, Colonel Charles Lynch, Cap- 
tain Robert Adams, Jr., and other faithful 
citizens, he (Colonel James Callaway) sup- 
pressed a conspiracy against the Common- 
wealth, by measures not strictly warranted 
by law, although justifiable from the im- 
minence of the danger.’ (See Hening’s 
‘Statutes of Virginia.’) The conspirators 
(Tories) were tried before a sort of drum- 
head court-martial, Colonel Charles Lynch 
acting as judge, and were condemned to be 
punished in various ways. This was the 
origin in our statutes of the term: ‘Lynch 
Law.’ The above extracts all taken from 
‘The Cabells and Their Kin,’ are of more 
than usual interest, from the fact that the 
book was written by Mr. Alexander Brown, 
who is generally conceded to be one of the 
best informed of the genealogists and’ his- 
torians of this day in Virginia. Mr. Brown’s 
wife is also a lineal descendant of Christo- - 
pher Clark, Sr. 

“As ‘Lynch Law’ has become, in our day, 
one of the problems of the century, it will be 
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best to give a more full and detailed account 
of what it really was in its conception, and 
how Colonel Charles Lynch’s name came to be 
used in connection with it. The following 
article on this subject was written by Robert 
W. Carroll and published first in the Chicago 
‘Inter-Ocean,’ and afterwards in the Atlanta 
‘Constitution’ of December 30, 1889. 
“From the beginning of the controversy 
between the colonies and England, Charles 
Lynch was an ardent Whig patriot. When 
the Revolution broke out, he naturally and 
easily came to the front as a leader. While 
the majority of people were patriotic Whigs, 
there were yet many Tories who sympathized 
with and sustained the English government 
and confidently counted on the failure of the 
revolt. As in all disturbed conditions of so- 
ciety, the worthless and dishonest and criminal 
classes came to the surface to add to the con- 
fusion and strife which afflicted the country. 
Generally these outlaws and Tories were dealt 
with by voluntary organizations of counties 
or towns or neighborhoods. In the sparsely 
settled regions of Virginia, near the mountains, 
(19) 
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Tories, tramps, horse thieves and other out- 
laws abounded, and there were no courts or 
other legal organizations capable of dealing 
with them. Having repudiated allegiance to 
England, it was by slow degrees that the revo- 
lutionary government could supply the neces- 
sary local organizations. In this emergency 
Charles Lynch took his place at the head of 
the Whig party in his section of the colony 
and proceeded to suppress lawlessness with- 
out the authority of law, and indeed, without 
asking permission of the people around him 
to represent them. He was eminently a 
leader and so efficient in his operations that 
scarcely any names are mentioned in this 
connection save his. How it happened that 
a plain planter in this remote section of 
country, so vividly impressed the popular 
imagination that his name became identifie 

probably for all time with mob violence, can 
only be explained on the theory that his 
methods were striking, and his individuality 
pronounced and picturesque. What his course 
of procedure was is not clearly known, as 
there were no contemporaneous newspaper 
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writers to report the trials at which he pre- 
sided. In 1844 Howe’s ‘Historical Collec- 
tions of Virginia’ made record of the accepted 
legends of that period, and soon after ‘ Recol- 
lections of Lynchburg’ substantially gave the 
same narrative. The traditions of the Lynch 
family fairly agree with these more formal 
historical references, but they contain more 
details. These traditions are that Charles 
Lynch and two neighbors, Robert Adams, 
Jr., and James Callaway, all men of wealth 
and influence, took it upon themselves to pro- 
tect society and support the Revolutionary 
government in the region of Staunton River. 
Charles Lynch had a band of men in his special 
service who were sent out by him into various 
parts of the country to overawe the Tories 
and bring in for trial any one accused or sus- 
pected of correspondence with the enemy, or 
of acts subversive of social order. Trials 
were held at the residence of Colonel Lynch, 
on the Staunton River, who uniformly pre- 
sided as judge, with Captain Adams and Calla- 
way as his associates and advisers. The 
alleged culprit was brought face to face with 
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his accuser,-heard the testimony against him, 
and was permitted to call witnesses and be 
heard in his own defence. If acquitted, he 
was let go, often with apologies and repara- 
tion. If convicted, sentence followed prompt- 
ly, and punishment was summarily inflicted, 
there being no higher court to interpose the 
law’s delays. Stripes on the bare back, or 
banishment, or both closed the scene. How- 
ever, those found guilty of blatant disloyalty 
to the Continental Congress were whipped 
and then suspended by the thumbs until they 
shouted, ‘Liberty forever! the latter penalty 
indicating a sentimental fervor of patriotism 
in the heart of the judge. A walnut tree 
growing in the corner of Judge Lynch’s yard 
was the place of execution, and many a 
‘Tory’ hung by his thumbs to its spreading 
boughs until he recanted his disloyalty. 
The residence, which stood about two miles 
from Lynch’s station, was burned down a few 
years ago, but the venerable walnut tree 
escaped destruction and yet lives, the dumb 
witness of the doom of many Tories and out- 
laws. Although ‘Lynch Law’ is associated in 
(22) 
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the popular mind with the idea of the death 
penalty, yet it is a curious fact that in no 
instance was the culprit condemned to die 
by the original Judge Lynch. 

“At the battle of Guilford Courthouse, 
fought March 15, 1781, Colonel Lynch’s 
regiment, reduced to two hundred men, held 
position on the right flank of Green’s army 
and did gallant service. Not long after the 
war closed Colonel Lynch died, leaving a 
large estate and the savor of a good name to 
his family. He was buried in the grave- 
yard of the homestead plantation, and the 
following inscription is found on his tomb- 
stone: ‘In memory of Colonel Charles Lynch, 
a zealous and active patriot; died October 
29, 1796, aged sixty years.’ The descendants 
of Charles Lynch’s neighbors, as well as his 
family, recognize him as the Lynch who gave 
the name to mob law. An old song relating 
to the deeds of Lynch, Adams and Callaway 
is still remembered and repeated in part by 
some of the old people in Campbell County. 
The refrain was: 
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“ “Hurrah for Colonel Lynch, Captain Bob, 
and Callaway, 
They never turned a Tory loose until he 
shouted, 
Liberty!’ 


‘None of the earlier English lexicographers, 
such as Johnson, Walker, Richardson and 
Boag, give the term ‘Lynch Law’ or the word 
‘Lynched.’ Webster and Worcester define 
both, whilst Craig, Edinburg edition of 1859, 
has ‘To Lynch,’ and characterizes it as an 
Americanism. Webster’s definition of ‘Lynch 
Law’ is, the practice of punishing men for 
crimes by private, unauthorized persons, 
without a legal trial;’ adding, ‘The term is 
said to be derived from a Virginia farmer who 
thus took the law into his own hands.’ 
Worcester has the same, while Nuttall, Lon- 
don edition, falls into the error of naming 
the Virginia John Lynch. 

“Colonel Charles Lynch was also a member 
of the House of Burgesses from 1774 to 1775, 
and both he and his brother-in-law, ‘Captain 
Bob’ Adams, Jr., were prominent patriots 
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of the Revolution. In Hening’s ‘Statutes at 
Large of Virginia’ is found the following act, 
passed October, 1782, reciting that, ‘In the 
year 1780 divers evil disposed persons formed 
a conspiracy, and did actually attempt to 
_ levy war against the Commonwealth; and, it 
being represented to the present General 
Assembly that William Preston, Robert 
Adams, Jr., James Callaway and Charles 
Lynch, and other faithful citizens, aided by 
detachments of volunteers from. different 
parts of the State, did, by timely and effectual 
measures, suppress such conspiracy; and, 
whereas, the measures taken for that purpose 
may not be strictly warranted by law, 
though justifiable from the imminence of the 
danger, therefore it was enacted that the per- 
sons named, and other persons concerned, 
should be fully indemnified and exonerated 
from all penalties, etc. 

Among the distinguished descendants of 
Captain Robert Adams, Jr., of the Revolu- 
tion, must be mentioned Generals Daniel 
and William Wirt Adams, of the Confederacy. 
These two sons of Judge George Adams, of

Jackson, Miss., and his wife, Anna Weisiger, 
of Louisville, Ky., and Judge George Adams 
was son of Robert Adams and his wife, Mary 
Terrell, and grandson of Captain Robert 
Adams, Jr., and Penelope Lynch. The‘ His- 
tory of the Adams Family,’ by Henry Whitt- 
more (while stating incorrectly the descent 
of Dan and Wirt Adams), has this to say in 
praise of these two gallant men: ‘Generals 
Dan and Wirt Adams were distinguished 
officers in the Confederate Army. General 
Dan Adams commanded in one of the last 
battles of the war at Selma, Ala. With 
jeweled consistency, General Wirt Adams de- 
clined a position in the Confederate cabinet 
and rode continuously and fearlessly through 
the whirlwind of war. . . . Handsome as 
Philip the Fair, he stood six feet in his stirrups, 
the noblest palladin of the South who rode 
to war. At the court of Philip Augustus he 
would have led the nobles, at the court of 
England he would have led the ‘Barons,’ 
and, with the crusaders, he would have ridden 
abreast with Godfrey of Bouillon or Richard 
Coeur de Lion. One of the first to step into 
(26) 
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the arena of strife, at his command the smoke 
of battle canopied the last scene of Civil

Captain Robert Adams, Jr., married, as 
we already know, Penelope Lynch, a daughter 
of Colonel Charles Lynch. Captain Robert 
Adams, Jr., and Penelope Lynch, his wife, 
had a large family. Their sons were named: 
Charles Lynch, Robert and James, and their 
daughters were Mildred, Elizabeth, Sarah, 
Penelope, Mourning, Margaret and Judith. 

Elizabeth Adams married James Deering, 
of the Revolutionary army, and among their 
children was a son, Colonel James Griffin 
Deering, who married Mary Anna Lynch 
(born 1802, died 1892), the daughter of An- 
selm Lynch and his wife, the widow, Susan 
Baldwin, nee Miller. Anselm Lynch was the 
son of Colonel Charles Lynch (founder of 
“Lynch Law’”’) and of his wife, Anna Terrell 
Lynch, 
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Colonel James Griffin Dearing and Mary 
Anna Lynch, his wife, had four children: 

(1) Anselm Lynch Dearing, born December 
23, 1834; died November 12, 1857. 

(2) Susan Lynch Dearing, born March 
6, 1838; died September 24, 1892. She was 
married in 1861 to Judge Robert Henry 
Ward, the grandson of Patrick Henry, through 
his mother, and descended through his father 
from William Ward, who married Mildred 
Adams. Of this union nine children were 
born, of whom only two survive: Anselm 
Lynch Ward, who married in 1894 Nathalie 
Floyd Otey, daughter of Major Peter 1. 
Otey, and Susan Virginia Ward, who was mar- 
ried in 1903 to William C. Rierson. 

(3) General James Dearing, born April 
25, 1840; died April 22, 1865, from a wound 
received in the Confederate service at the 
battle of Farmville, Va. General Dearing 
was not quite twenty-five years of age at his 
death, but had served gallantly for four yeats, 
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having left West Point to enter the army. 
At the time of his death he had been a general 
for nearly a year. 

(4) Mary Anna Dearing, born January 
13, 1843, was married April 22, 1868, to 
Thomas Fauntleroy, of ‘““Oakenham,’’ Mid- 
dlesex County, Va., a descendant of Moore 
Fauntleroy, who came to Naylor’s hole in 
the Northern Neck of Virginia in 1643, 
bought 800 acres of land from the Rappa- 
hannock Indians, extending from the Rappa- 
hannock to the Potomac River, and was a 
member of the House of Burgesses in 1651 
for Lancaster county. Mrs. Fauntleroy in- 
herited and resides at Avoca, etc. The chil- 
dren of Thomas and Mary, A. Fauntleroy 
are:~James Dearing, who married in 1903 
Frances Hamilton Fox; Juliet, Mary Brown- 
ing, Ethel Corbin, Walter, Clare (dead), 
Charles Henry Lynch (dead), and Gladys 
Dearing. | 

General James Dearing married in 1864 
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Roxana Birchett, daughter of Peter Birchett, 
of Prince George County, and left an only 
child, Mary Lucretia, who married in Janu- 
ary, 1890, Judge Frank P. Christian, of 
Lynchburg. 

Henry Ward fought in battle of Guilford 
Courthouse, afterwards had smallpox, etc. 

Anselm Lynch also fought in battle of 
Guilford. He ran away to join the army— 
was only seventeen years old. 

Mrs. Fauntleroy inherited and resides at 
‘‘Avoca”’ (at Lynch’s Station), the old home 
of her great-grandfather, Colonel Charles 
Lynch, of the Revolution, and in her yard is 
standing the leafless trunk of the historic 
walnut tree upon which Judge Lynch pun- 
ished ‘'Tories’’ in the manner already set 
forth. In the spacious halls of ‘‘Avoca”’ 
hangs the sword of Colonel Lynch, a relic 
precious beyond expression to his descendants. 

Charles Lynch Adams, son of Captain 
Robert Adams, Jr., and Penelope Lynch, his 
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wife, married Elizabeth Tunstall. Just how 
far back the Tunstall family dates, I am un- 
able to say. The Tunstall family of Virginia 
has always been one of influence and wealth, 
and some of its members frequently occupy- 
ing important State and government posi- 
tions. Honorable Whitmell Tunstall was the 
chief promoter of the Richmond and Danville 
Railroad. This being one of the first rail- 
_roads built in Virginia, and at that day and 
time was considered a great piece of enter- 
prise, and its creation and construction was 
almost entirely due to the efforts and in- 
fluence of Honorable Whitmell Tunstall. 

Charles Lynch Adams and Elizabeth 
Tunstall, his wife, had the following family: 
Three sons, Charles Lynch, Robert and 
Thomas Tunstall. 

Robert Adams died very young. @harles 
Lynch Adams lived to be quite old, but never 
married. Thomas Tunstall Adams, the 
youngest of the three brothers, was said to 
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be a very courtly and fine-looking gentle- 
man. He married Matilda Ward, a daughter 
of Major Henry Ward, a distinguished officer 
in the Revolutionary army. 

Matilda Ward was the granddaughter of 
Major John Ward, who first settled at Reed 
Creek, Pittsylvania County, Va., about the 
year 1739, and married the beautiful Anne, 
daughter of Henry and Anne Harrelson- 
Chiles, of Pittsylvania County. He later 
moved to Campbell County and built a 
second home, “The Mansion,” east of the 
mouth of Otter River, near its entrance into 
the Staunton and only a few miles from where 
Altavista now stands. Here he lived and 
died in 1816—106 years old, was buried in 
the family graveyard nearby. Major Ward 
-married secondly (1766) Mrs. Sarah Clark- 
Lynch, daughter of Christ Clark and widow 
of Charles Lynch, Sr.—The Emigrant; for 
which she was disowned by the Quakers, 
Ward not being of the sect. He received his

- title in 1778 as major of Bedford county 
militia, an office he resigned in 1781 on ac- 
count of his great age. As early as 1769 he 
built mills at Sinkler’s and Chile’s Creeks; 
raised large yields of hemp on his lands. He 
surveyed the road leading to Lynchburg, 
which still bears his name. He had five 
children by his first wife, the most distin- 
guished of whom was Major Henry Ward, 
who entered the Revolution at the age of 
fourteen; he later was a commissary and was 
active in providing for the American troops 
and was also issuing commissary to the 
Catawba Indians from February 21st to 
April 20, 1780. It is probable that these 
were the Indians who occupied the camps and 
whose friendship Henry Ward gained by acts 
of kindness to them. After his death they 
came back to make him a call and were dis- 
tressed to learn that their friend had passed 
away. In remembrance of his service to 
them they performed certain religious cere- 
(33) 
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monies to obtain by favorable signs the 
assurance that Ward had passed to the happy 
hunting grounds. This was effected by 
knocking heads together till the blood flowed 
from their nostrils and was caught in straws, 
which they then held to the sun to discover 
if light showed through, thus indicating that 
he had reached the desired goal—the per- 
ception of a favorable sign gave them much 
satisfaction. 

We now know that Thomas Tunstall 
Adams, son of Charles Lynch Adams and his 
wife, Elizabeth Tunstall, and grandson of 
Robert Adams and his wife, Penelope Lynch, 
married Matilda Ward, born in 1800, and 
who was the oldest child of Major Henry 
Ward and the granddaughter of Major John 
Ward. They had six children, four sons and 
two daughters, as follows: 

(1) Henry Ward, about whom we will have 
more to say. 

(2) Robert, died young. 
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(3) Thomas Tunstall, the third of his name, 
was never marricd. He was a large mer- 
chant and at the outbreak of the Civil War 
gave up everything for the Southern cause. 
He was a member of the ‘‘ Stonewall Brigade”’ 
under General Jackson and rendered gallant 
service in the Valley Campaign. After Jack- 
son’s death he was in General Lee’s command 
and was killed just before the surrender at 
Appomattox—a noble, brave spirit who passed 
away happy in the defense of a lost but just 
cause 4964006 

(4) William V. was a prominent physician 
and never married. 

(5) Betty, the oldest daughter, married a 
Mr. Jennings and had two daughters. After 
the death of Mr. Jennings, she married Mr. 
Jack Walden and had four children by the 
last marriage. 

(6) Virginia married Dr. Saunders and 
had no children. 

Colonel Henry Ward Adams, the oldest 

(35) 
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son of Thomas Tunstall Adams and his wife, 
Matilda Ward, was born June 20, 1823. He 
married Annie Pauline, the oldest daughter 
of Dr. Nathaniel Wilson Floyd, born 1793 
near Louisville, Ky., son of Captain Charles 
and Mary Stewart Floyd (of Hanover county), 
a member of the Clark and Lewis Expedition, 
and fought in the Revolution. Dr. N. W. 
Floyd was the nephew of Governor John 
Floyd of Virginia and first cousin of General 
John B. Floyd, who was a son of Governor 
John Floyd. General John B. Floyd was a 
very distinguished man. His name will al- 
ways be remembered and revered by the 
Southern people. Following his father’s foot- 
steps, he was likewise made Governor of Vir- 
ginia, from thence to the Capital of the United 
States. He was Secretary of War under 
Buchanan’s admiinistration; hence it was in 
his power and it gave him great pleasure to 
equip the South with arms, ammunition and 
fortifications just prior to the commence- 
(36) 
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ment of the Civil War. In suppressing the 
“John Brown raid,” which occurred during 
the latter part of Buchanan’s administra- 
tion, General Robert E. Lee (then captain in 
the United States Army) was called to the 
War Department to take steps for the immedi- 
ate arrest of the John Brown rioters, and after 
receiving his full instructions, Secretary John 
B. Floyd followed him to the steps and whis- 
pered in his ear, ‘Give them h—1, Captain.” 

When Lincoln succeeded Buchanan to the 
presidency it was then the Civil War, the 
great smouldering volcano, burst the gates of 
hell and turned loose its war dogs. Secretary 
Floyd promptly enlisted in the Southern army 
and was made Brigadier General. He died 
from a wound received in battle in the second 
year of the war. 

Dr. Nathaniel Wilson Floyd married Eliza- 
beth West, the daughter of Major John Nel- 
son Anderson, in 1819 at ‘Locust Grove,” 
Bedford County. Major Anderson served 
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in the Revolution under ‘“‘ Light Horse’’ Harry 
Lee, and his wife, Elizabeth West, daughter 
of Captain John Jones and his wife, Frances 
Barbour, daughter of Lane Jones, and grand- 
daughter of Orlando Jones, noted lawyer of 
Williamsburg, whose father, Roland Jones, 
was the first rector of Bruton Parish. Mary 
Stewart was the daughter of Captain John 
Stewart and his wife, Annie How, of Henrico 
County. 

Dr. N. W. Floyd settled in Campbell 
County about 1820 and erected a handsome 
residence, calling it ‘‘ Brookfield,’ a few miles 
west from Lynchburg. He discontinued the 
practice of medicine; died 1866. His wife 
died in 1883. 

Children of Dr. N. W. Floyd and his wife, 
Elizabeth West Anderson: 


(1) Charles Anderson married Mildred, 
the daughter of Hardin Perkins; enlisted in 
the Confederate cavalry company under Colo- 
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nel Radford and was killed April 6, 1865, 
in the battle at Sailors Creek. 

(2) Captain Nathaniel Bedford married 
Ellen M. Stith, of Texas; was a member of 
the Sixth Texas Regiment of the Confederate 
Army. 

(3) Captain Nicholas Jackson married Mary 
M. Morrow, of Louisiana; served under Gen- 
eral Wilcox in the Confederate Army. 

(4) Annie Pauline married Colonel Henry 
Ward Adams, of ‘The Mansion” and ‘‘ Monte- 
flora,’’ Campbell County, Virginia. 

(5) Mary Amelia married James Aug. 
Wiggins, of Alabama. 

(6) Elizabeth West married Alexander 
Spottswood Perkins, of Alabama. 

(7) John Buchanan married Fannie M. 
Harris, of Alabama. He served in General 
Wheeler’s cavalry of the Confederate Army. 

(8) Letitia Preston married Captain John 


C. Featherston, of Alabama; served in the 
(39) 
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Ninth Alabama Regiment, Wilcox Brigade, 
Confederate Army. 

Colonel Henry Ward Adams married, as 
we already know, Annie Pauline Floyd De- 
cember 6, 1853, and lived at their beautiful 
home, ‘‘Monteflora,’’ on Staunton River, 
Campbell County, Va. Colonel Henry Ward 
Adams took an active part in the defense of 
the Southern Confederacy and as a result 
lost his entire estate. After the war he com- 
menced life anew, but never succeeded in 
accumulating much property. He had by 
nature a very kind and generous heart and 
was beloved by all who knew him. We have 
no words adequate to express our admiration 
for his character. He was the embodiment 
of all the highest qualities that can be found 
in human nature. Of course he had his 
faults, but his virtues far outweighed his im- 
perfections. There never beat in any human 
bosom a braver, more unselfish and generous 
heart than that of this Christian gentleman. 
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In peace and in war ke was true and constant 
to his honest convictions, and the flowers of 
the South never bloomed above the grave of 
one whose life more honored his native State. 
Colonel Adams died on the 25th day of De- 
cember, 1899, in his home, the old “‘ Mansion”’ 
erected by his maternal ancestor. 

Mrs. Annie Pauline Floyd Adams, wife of 
Colonel H. W. Adams, was born at “ Brook- 
field,’ near Lynchburg, Va., July 22, 1831. 
Mrs. Adams was a woman of rare attainments, 
that gracious tact and sparkling wit that 
characterized her in the days of her youth, re- 
mained with her to the last. She was al- 
ways the happiest in giving happiness to 
others. She manifested at all times great in- 
terest in young people and delighted in hav- 
ing the boys and girls relate to her their little 
flirtations and courtships. A good portion 
of her life was devoted to the pleasure and 
happiness of others, for she never considered 
herself, and she never allowed anything to 
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stand in the way of her kindly thoughts and 
actions towards her friends. A faithful and 
ever devoted wife, a kind and affectionate 
mother. Like her husband, she passed away 
without physical suffering as quietly as an 
infant might fall asleep on March 27, 1910. 
In the family graveyard at the ‘ Mansion,” 
their old home, they rest side by side. 

I dare say there never lived a couple seem- 
ingly more suited to each other than Henry 
Ward Adams and his wife, Annie Pauline— 
and why so? It was love, pure, simple, un- 
adulterated love. ‘‘Love will find the way” 
in every age and land. He is a wonderful 
God, His kingdom reaches to the farthest 
boundaries of humanity; His altar rises in 
every heart, and His sacrifices—Ah! where 
are they not found? His magic power trans- 
mutes every substance, glorifies every thought. 
How perfect would his sovereignty be were 
it always changeless and immortal. But, 
alas! how seldom do lovers see the realiza- 
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tion of their beautiful ideal of lifelong con- 
stancy and the fulfilment of their wish to 
pass hand in hand into the sunset of life and 
to be together when the night shall fall! 

The children of Colonel H. W. Adams and 
Annie Pauline Floyd, his wife: 

(1) Elizabeth Matilda, born October 3, 
1854; died in the eighth year of her age. 

(2) Annie West, born January 30, 1856; 
educated at the Salem Female Academy, 
Winston-Salem, N. C.; married October 18, 
1876, Rush Floyd. They had one child, Otey 
Rush Floyd, born October 5, 1880. He de- 
veloped in early boyhood an infirmity which 
has prevented him from taking part in the 
active duties of life. 

Mrs. Annie West Floyd lives near her 
brother, N. F. Adams, at The Plains, Va., 
and owns a comfortable home there. I feel 
that I am not saying too much when I say 
there never lived a kinder-hearted, a more 
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generous and self-sacrificing person than this 
noble Christian woman. 

(3) Nathaniel Floyd, born April 24, 1857: 
died July 20, 1875, a young man of sterling 
qualities, taken just in the bud of manhood. 
He gave promise of an exceptionally bright 
career. 

(4) Thomas Tunstall (the third of the 
name), born July 15, 1859; educated at the 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute at Blacksburg, 
Va., and was distinguished as Captain of 
Company B, won in the contest for the 
orators medal, given by the Lee Society, 
On October 28, 1890, he married Miss Annie 
Lou Stokes, eldest daughter of an old and 
popular family of Danville, Va. The young 
man came into Virginia to visit his parents 
and rest a little from his arduous duties in 
the lumber business in Tennessee, and it was 
during this visit that he met the charming 
Miss Stokes and was so completely captivated 
that he married her in a little over one year 
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from that time. He commenced business 
life as a wholesale dealer and manufacturer 
of hardwood lumber in Greenville, Tenn. He 
purchased from the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railroad Company a select grade of hard- 
wood timber on a boundary of land lying in 
Green and Cock Counties, Tenn., known as 
the Peck Entries, embracing a boundary of 
over forty thousand acres, lying on the 
northern portion of the Great Smoky Range 
of the Blue Ridge Mountains. He was for- 
tunate in this transaction, which covered a 
period of several years, and accumulated 
enough to make him comparatively inde- 
pendent. He lived in Tennessee about twenty- 
two years, going there at the age of twenty- 
five. He was popular with the citizens of his 
town (Greenville) and was chosen as its mayor 
for several years. After completing his lum- 
ber operations, he moved back to his native 
State, old Virginia, first settling near Mar- 
shall, Fauquier County, and purchased “ Bar-

rymore,’ a beautiful old estate. While living 
there he aided in organizing the Marshall 
National Bank and served as its president 
for a number of years. In the meantime, Mr. 
Adams moved to Richmond and built a 
beautiful home at 1837 Monument Avenue. 
He aided in organizing the Federal Trust Co. 
in Richmond and was its first president. 
He was active during the World War period 
and received a citation from the United States 
Government, which now hangs on the wall in 
his home and will be handed down to his 
descendants. The citation reads as follows: 
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THE War DEPARTMENT OF 
THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
Recognizes in this award for distinguished 
services the loyalty, energy and efficiency in the 
performance of the war work by which
